seething furnace before the crew could 
get the fire apparatus working. 

Fire swept the whole length of the 
ship and the upper works burned like 
tinder. It is considered miraculous that 
the passengers all escaped. Many of 
them were taken off in their night 
clothes. Scarcely anyone was more than 
partly clad. 

The fire was not originally discovered 
by any of the Naomi's crew, but was 
first seen by the lookout on the steam- 
er Kansas, which was proceeding in 
the opposite direction from Milwaukee 
to Grand Haven. 

The Kansas made for the Naom{ and 


ill-fated boat were being awakened. 
Capt. Thomas uraill was the last man 
to leave the steamer alive and his 
clothing was almost burned off him.

BY ARMY OF 160

YOUNGSTOWN, O., May 21.—Set in 
motion by the ringing of the church 
bell, an army of men, women and cnhil- 
dren marched on St. Anthony’s Cath- 
olic Church, invaded the building and 


looted it. 

Except a cabinet organ and the bell, 
everything portable was removed before 
the arrival of a wagon load of police, 
pending an attempt to solve the church 
fight by legal action. The police fear 
a clash of the contending factions, lif- 
teen hundred persons were in the raid- 
ing force, members and adherents of the 
faction of the, church at West Federal 
and Calvin streets, which followed Rev. 
Louis Lops when he was excommunicat- 
ed by Bishop Horstmann following a 
protest of a part of the parishioners, 
nearly all of whom are Italians, against 
the priest selected by the Bishop. The 
members of this faction have purchased 
yroperty and will erect a church build- 
ine in which the follewers of Father 
Lops will worship as an independent 
Catholic organization. 

The looters of the church insist they 
acted on.the advice of attorneys. They 
declared that they are entitled to the 
property removed, contending that their 
money purcnased it originally and that 
they will have it to evquip the new 
church. 

The church fight has waged for 
months. A short time ago three priests 
from Cleveland, representing Bishop 
Horstman, came here to persuade 
Father Lops to step out peaceably, but 
when they were sighted, two men who 
had been perched in the belfry of the 
ehurch building rang the ball and ina 
few minutes a crowd of nearly 1000 peo- 
ple, mostly parishioners, had gathered. 
Men in the steel mills nearby quit work 
and rushed to the scene. They thought 
the visiting priests were bent on remov- 
ing Father Lops by force. A squad 
of police rescued the priests. Services 
were conducted for weeks under an 
armed guard, a score of parishioners 
with guns surrounded the church, fear- 
ing an attempt to remove their pastor.

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Ry Leased Wire From the New York |

NEW YORK, May 21.—Prisoner Neo. 
995 entered for the first time. his cell 
in the Penitentiary on  Blackwell’s 
Island as the heat was going out of the 
sun and a chill was in the air from the 
evening breeze that swept across Hell 
Gate. 

Prisoner No. 925 clenched his jaws to 
keep his teeth from chattering; his 
knees bent weakly and his diminutive 
frame relaxed. He fell in a sitting 
posture at the edge of the springs of 
woven steel which stretched across the 
iron frame of his cot. 

A keeper slammed shut the grated 
deer. Ten minutes later the keeper re- 
turned to take a sly peep at Prisoner 
No. 92. The latter was in the sanie 
position. It was 4:10 o’clock. The 
silence of the cerridor was disturbed 
by the sound of shuffling feet. Con- 
victs were marching to their cells, 
eo their day’s toil. 

Prisodner No. 925 raised his head with 
a jerky movement as if struggling in 
the grip of palsy. The lower jaw, with 
its prenouncedly receding chin, dropped 
slowly until the mouth was gaping. His 
tongue clicked as he moistened his lips; 
his eyes epened wide until deep fur- 
rows seamed his ferehead. 

There was neither prayer nor protest 
in the words that he murmured. They 
were charged with despair. The keeper 
fitted in its notch on the cell doer a 
slip of pasteboard bearing the name of 
prisoner No. 925 It read: 

“Abraham Ilummel.’ 

Half an hour before, he had entered 
the Penitentiary through the door of 
the kitchen corridor. No foraging rat 
ever entered there more softly. It was 
an unusual if not unparalleled means 
of access for a prisoner. Others use 
the front entrance, which does not lend 
itself to secrecy. Wherefore, the Peni- 
tentiary officials were taken by sur- 
prise when they learned that Abe Hum- 
mel had wriggled into prison by virtue 
of his old-time cunning. 

If he behaves, in 10 months he will 
have paid the penalty for his. crime of 
conspiracy in the Dodge-Morse divorce 
scandal. He was sentenced for a year, 
but hee may win commutation of 6 
days.

E. G. Lewis Asserts That Gambling

Prominent residents of St. Louis Coun- 
ty who signed a telegram to Gov. Folk 
and members of the Legislature, urg- 
ing passage of the excrse bill for the 
county and citing a general violation of 
dramshop laws and the maintenance of 
dens of vice in that section, appeared 
before the grand jury Tuesday at Clay- 
ton to give specific instances behind 
their complaint. 

Among those who responded to sum- 
mons were: E. G, Lewis and James F. 
Coyle, aldermen of University City; Da- 
vid R. Calhoun and Victor E. Oehler, 
Wh ohave residences on the Clayton 
road near the Log Cabin Club; F. R. 
Harris, residing on Creve Coeur street 
car line; J. C. Roberts, W. E. Little, 
Jackson Johnson and John W. MecDer- 
mott of Webster Groves. 

Before going into the 
room several of the persons whose 
names appeared below the teiegram 
which formed the basis for issuing the 
subpenas, told a Post-Dispatch reporter 
that they had authorized the use of 
their signatures to a messago urging 
the creation of an excise commission for 
St. Louis County, but did not know that 
references to vice and other violations 
were to form part of the telegram. 

James J. Coyle, an alderman of Uni- 
versity City, said that he did not sign 
the telegram personally, but had left 
authority to sign his name. “I. don't 
Know of any flagrant violation of dram- 
shop Jaws except what I see yoing 
into the city to my business. The Del- 
mar car passes tiree saloons on Del- 
mar boulevard near the Suburban 
tracks. These places are run by Mil- 
ler, Smith and Mark Guimperts, re- 
spectively. Miller’s aad Smith’s places 
seem to run in conformity with the law 

‘*T have seen crowds in front of Gum- 
pertz Club standing around counting 
money. I have seen the- place open 
on Sunday, but I have seen no drink- 
ing. I have tried to get admission to 
the club but the man on guard would 
not -let me into the place. I suppose 
that the Gumpertz people knew me and 
the other aldermen.”’ 

E. G. Lewis, speaking of Mark Gum- 
pertz’s place, said: ‘““Gumpertz sold 
drinks openly to all those who wished 
to buy them on the day that the Char- 
ity Carnival was given at Delmar. The 
saloon was wiie open, although it had 
no license to operate. 

Gumpertz Put Up a New Sign. 

“After the refusal of the county au- 
therities Monday to grant a license to 
him, Gumpertz put another sign read- 
ing ‘Louisiana Club’ over the doors of 
the saleon building. ‘This sign was in 
additien to the one now used over the 
club building. Outside of this. place I 
have seen nothing in violation of the 


law. 

“Since the decision of the Supreme 
Court knocking out the petition to re- 
voke the charter of University City, 
ihe authorities of that place have de- 
cided to deal with Mark Gumpertz 
themselves He will be arrested and 
brought before the Police Court for 
every offense.’’ 

David R. Calhoun, Victor Oehler and 
I’. R. Harris say that they do not know 
of any specific instances of violation 
other than what they had heard from 
reputable residents. They say that they 
save authority to the sender of the mes- 
sage to use their names to urge pas- 
suge of the excise law for the county 
owing to what they had heard. 

Ww. E. Little says that he did not know 
that the message which was sent would 
contain illusions to violations, put he 
gave Jackson Johnsen authority to 
use his name in connection with the re- 
quest for crestion of an excise com- 
missionership. Mr. Little did not have 
any specitic knowledge of violations, but 
he had heard of such violations near 
tie city limits.

Judge Powell has not passed upon the 


motion yet and in the meantime the Ice 
Trust is transacting its business in the 
same manner it followed before the de- 
cision of the Court declaring it to be an 
outlawed concern. 

Trust Head Fined 815,000, 

The Court imposed heavy fines upon 
the different companies composing the 
trust. The People’s Ice, Storage and 
Fuel Co., which is the central head ef 
the trust, was fined $15,000. It was de- 
clared to be in operation contrary to thé 
laws prohibiting combinations in re- 
straint of trade and to raise prices. The 
Court gave it 15 days to cease its unlaw- 
ful busines methods and conform to the 
law, otherwise a judgment would be en- 
tered forfeiting its franchise granted 
by the State and it would be deprived 
of the privilege of doing business with- 
in the State. 

The 15 days have not yet expired. In 
the neantime the motion for a new trial 


has been filed; if it is denied, an appeal 


will be taken to the Supreme Court and 
while a decision by that court is pend- 
ing the trust will probably do business 
as it has done before. 

A peculiar feature disclosed by the 
court's investigation of this trust was 
that one of its principal owners and 
operators was the National Bank of 
Commerce of Kansas City, the largest 
bank in Western Missouri. The vice- 
president of the trust, W. H. Winants, 
is also the viee-president of this bank. 
The bank owns $25,000 of the $170,000 
worth of the trust’s stock and the 
bank's officials were the prime movers 
in the organization of the trust. 

Trust Occasioned by Flood. 

The Ice Trust grew out of the great 
flood of June, 193. Ameng those who 
lost heavily by the flood was O. W. 
Butt, now the manager of the Pioneer 
Cold Storage and Ice Co. of St. Louts. 

At that time Mr. Butt owned and op- 
erated two separate business concerns 
in Kansas City and he owned stock fn 
a third. He owned the Kansas City 
Ice and Cold Storage Co., which, un- 
cer his management for the wine years 
preceding the flood, paid a dividend of 
38 per cent upon a capital of $100,000.

In his letter to the Governors whose invitation 
to join them in a trip down the Mississippi River 
President Roosevelt accepted, is the following 
sentence: ; 


“The basin of ihe Mississippi, taken as a 
whole, frori the Gulf to the Great’Lakes, from the 
Alleghenies to the Rocaies, constitutes the great- 
est agricultural »mpire that men have ever culti- 
vated, and an equally great system of water high- 
ways is needed to supply any :nadequacy of land 
carriage for the products of this region.” 


This is he core of the waterway improvement 
question. The raw products of this agricultural 
empire must be transported to the manufacturing 
centers as cheaply as possible. The railroads are 
unable to handle the products. But the Mississip- 
Valley is rapidly -becoming the _ greatest 
manufacturing district. It is not only raising the 
raw material, but is converting it into finished 
products—grain ‘nto flour and meal, ore into fin- 
ished metal, leather into shoes, barley and hops 
into beer. The agricultural machinery for the 
cultivation of the Mississippi Valley is made in 
the Mississippi Vailer. 

All of the doubts and ingenious arguments of a 
Burton vanish into thin air before the great facts 
concerning the production of the Mississippi Val- 
lay: and its needs for trah8portation, concerning 
its vast possibilities and still greater needs for 
the future. These possibilities.can be developed 
and the needs met only by the Improvement of the 
natural waterways and by additional waterways to 
supplement them.

If he were x forceful agitator or a power 
in his own party, Mr. Stephenson’s tariff views 
might occasion misgivings in the Senate. He is 
neither. Nor is there any likelihood that he will 
be permitted to annoy the majority leaders in the 
Senate with his anti-Dinrleyite views. He will be 
Senator for only two years, as he is pledged to re- 
tire after that period. By that date the Republi- 
can party may be able to make up its mind to 
correct the worst tariff abuses. Just now it is 
playing for time, and President Roosevelt mani- 
fests no disposition to force its hand, as he has in 
so many other respects. 

But whether or not Mr. Stephenson ‘s ever per- 
mitted to vote for « tariff revision ‘ill during 
his brief term, it is a hopeful sign that as the 
latest choice of the Wiscoasin Republicans for 
United States Senator he places prompt and thor- 
ough tariff ene at the head of his list of re- 
forms.

The little gray man was James 
Keene, and to him Superman’s victory 
was the satisfaction of having bred and 
owned a 3-year-old winner of this great 
race. On only two previous occasions 
had a 3-year-old won this event, Mr. 
Keene having owned Conroy, a 3-year- 
old, which finished first In 1901 in 





same time made by Superman 
day. The other 3-year-old winner was 
Irish -Lad, in 1903. It was also the 
fourth time that a horse from Mr. 
stable had won the handicap. 

Mr. Keene, recognized as one of the 
coolest men in Wall street during its 
time of panic and turmoil—a man who 


Keene's 











has made and lost fortunes without a 
smile—became genuinefy excited when 
he saw his colors in the lead, 

His pale face lighted up with a hectic 
flush and, as Superman came steadily 
to the front from fourth position at the 
last turn and the white and blue spots 
again showed in the lead, Mr. Keene 
dropped his glasses and leaned back 
in his chair. 

‘“‘Now you can talk to me,’ he said to 
several friends standing near. “I win 
the race.’’ 

As he made this announcement Super- 
man galloped by. the. judges’. stand an 
easy winner and Mr. Keene looked over 
toward his son, Foxhall Keene, who 
was standing in another section of the 
balcony, and there was a look of exul- 
tation in his careworn face. 


Followed Horse to ‘Track. 
Keene never left his candidate 
for the handicap until Superman was 
saddled and with ‘‘Marvelous’’ Miller 
on his back, passed out of the paddock 
to the track. Mr. Keene followed 
Trainer James Rowe and Superman to 
the very gate and appeared loath to 
leave him. He stood at the paddock 
gute watching with straining eyes every 
hoof-fall of his great horse as he 
splashed through the mud and water 
of the track down past the judges’ 
stand to the starting point. 

Net a movement of the horse or the 
ockey escaped the eyes of Mr. Keene. 
je saw Superman shy slightly as the 
jockey saluted in passing the judges’ 
stand. When the horses were whirling 
and prancing about before the start 
Mr. eene, alone, climbed the stairs 
from the paddock leading te the club- 
house balcony. At the he hesitated 
a mement and then, looking over the 
gaily dressed women and men, he 
turned and took a seat in the further- 
most corner of the balcony. eH had 
unslung his glasses and muffled in his 
ulster, sat alone and waited. 

Just befere the start Clarence TI. 
Mackay, De ‘Coursey Forbes, E. R. 
Thomas, F. R. Hitchcock and John 
Boden took a position near Mr. Keene, 
whe sat watching the horses through 
his glasses. 

“The best I ever saw,’’ Foxhall Keene 
said to his father at the finish “A 
mighty good race, sir.’’ 

Follewed by his friends, Mr. Keene 
went down in the paddock, was con- 
gratulated by several owners and train- 
ers and then went over to look at Super- 
man, who was being rubbed down and 
bandaged. He looked the winner over, 
rubbed the horse’s nose and spoke a 
few words of commendation to James 
Rowe, his trainer 

His Fourth Winner. 

James Rowe, who developed the speed 

of Superman, has trained four winners 


of the Brooklyn Handicap. since 1887. 
They are Ornament, Conroy, Delhi and 
Superman. 

James R. Keene first won the Brook- 
Iyn Handicap with Hornpipe in 1895. 
In that vear W. Lakeland was_ his 
trainer. Shortly after that race Rowe 
took charge of Mr. Keene’s horses and 
he prepared Conroy in 1901, Delhi in 
19% and now Superman. Previous to 
Rowe's success with Conroy he won the 
race in 1898 with Headley & Norton's 
Ornament. 

Rowe's friends say he is worth abont 
$200.000. THe has been a jockey and 
trainer, but never a plunger. In his 
day he was as noted as a rider as 
Jockey Miller is now. He rede for Col. 
McDaniel, the part owner and trainer 
of the celebrated Harry Bassett, that 
once beat the mighty Longfellow. Un- 
like Miller, who has earned a fortune 
as a jockey, Rowe left the sadde a poor 
youth. His employer, Col. McDaniel, 
had repaid him for his skill with many 
promises of suits of clothes and red- 
top boots. He got the boots and clothes 
whenever he needed them badly. Oc- 
casionally he got a dollar or we. . 

Tired of much glory and little cash, 
Rowe ran away and.became the star 
ockey for P. T. Barnum, who was then 
naugurating his hippodrome races at 
Madison Square Garden. After a sea- 
son of this work he took charge of 
the horses that the Dyer brothers were 
purchasing to form a racing stable. 
With Charlie Goram, Rhadamanthu3, 
Luke Blackburn, Hindoo, Miss Wood- 
ward and others, he made the red and 
blue colors of the “Butcher boys pop- 
ular. Since then he has trained for 
one or two men beside James R. Keene 
and has always been in the forefront.

Faculty’s Action Follows 
Demonstration at Call 
for Formation. 





Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

MACON, Mo., May 21.—Of 52 students 
expelled from the Blees Military Acad- 
emy because of an attempt to give an 
ovation to-a fellow cadet who had been 
dismissed, some of the younger students 
will be reinstated on certain conditions. 
Among those expelled were several sen- 
fors, preparing to graduate, and the 
school authorities say they will not be 
taken back under any- circumstances. 

Charles French, Ed Myers, 3419 Haw- 
thorne beulevard, and Tom Acuff of the 
Washington Hotel, St. Louis, are among 
those discharged. With the exception 
of a few, all the expelled cadets have 
returned to their homes in St. Louis, 
Kansas City, Quincy and Omaha. The 
dismissal order carried with it the com- 
mand to leave the academy grounds. 

According to a statement issued by the 
faculty, a week ago Saturday, two cap- 
tains and two second lieutenants cut the 
morning driil. They were arrested by 
the commandant, called before the 
teachers and given a hearing, at which 
they denied that there had been col- 
lusion, They were placed on indefinite 
probation, suspended from the. ranks 
and deprived of all extra privileges, 
their restoration depending on*their fu- 
ture good conduct. 

One Disobeyed Injunction, 

Cadet Storz is said to have been the 
ouly one of the offenders who disobeyed 
the faculty’s injunction. Saturday morn- 
ing at drill the acting commandant re- 
ported Storz for disobedience and insub- 
ordination, and the order for his arrest 
was read just before the students 
marched to dinner. On reaching the ta- 
ble. Storz, according to the faculty. was 
guilty of profanity within the hearing of 
women. 

He was ordered to leave the 
room, and at a meeting of the faculty 
after dinner, ‘Storz’s. dismissal was 
unanimously ordered. The dismissal 
order was read at supper and an of- 
ficer was placed in charge of Storz with 
{instructions to plac» him ona a train 
for his home in Omaha. 

The faculty’s statement says as soon 
as the cadets arose from supper they 
assembled in a pro...» with the evident 
intention of giving the dismissed cadet 
an ovation. The statement continues: 

‘This was strictly against orders 
which forbid cadets to address or recog- 
nize dismissed comrades. Assembly 
for extra formation was sounded, but,

Vandiver Declares Interested Par- 
ties at Jefferson City Investi- 
gated Union Complaint. 





State Superintendent of Insurance 
Vandiver, in awarding the printing of 
his annual report, not to the State Print- 
but to a private St: Louis concern, 
which has the ‘‘open shop’”’ rule at that, 
las stirred up a hornet’s nest. Presi- 
dent Jackson of the Typographical 
Tnion has communicated with Vanci- 
ver, reproaching him for giving the 
printing a nonunfiiton firm. 

The St. Louis firm which has the con- 
tract is the Buxton & Skinner company, 
whose bid was the lowest. State Printer 
Stephens bid $4300, the State to furnish 
the paper; the Kennedy Printip:, Co. 
94500, and Buxton & Skinner $4300. The 
cost of paper, according to Vandiver, 
be about £300. 

Not only the unions, but the politi- 
cians, are aroused by Vandiver's action. 
The State Senate passed a resolution, 
30 to 2, instructing the Superintendent 
of Insurance to have his report printed 
by the State Printer; but as the House 
cid not concur in this vote, Vandiver 
claims that the action of the Senate 
is not binding on him. 

Vandiver Defends Uis Course. 

In a dispatch from Jefferson City Van- 
diver is quoted as saying: his whole 
hubbub is without any justification and 
doubtless instigated bv interested par- 
ties here at Jefferson City. Those who 
know my record know that I have 
been a friend of labor unions for many 
years. But this was pureiyvy a business 
proposition, and I did not feel at liberty 
exercise any personal preference. -I 
had made the fight pnefore the Legis- 
lature for the democratic principle of 
competition in the open market. There- 
fore, when the bids came in the only 
henorable thing I could do was to 
award the contract to the lowest bidder. 
This seems te me to be a sound busi- 
ness principle, and_I believe will meet 
the approval of unprejudiced people re- 
vardless of politics or persons. 

“T do not know any of. the success- 
ful bidders personally, politically or 
otherwise. If this is not a sotind busi- 
ness method of manaving the-work in 
my office, then I don’t kriow sound 
business from tha mecnopoly or graft 
enjoyed by the State contractor.”

AS REFORMERS 


Vicious Population of Formosa 
Elevated to Higher Plane of 
Intelligence. 


Japan as a colonizing r tion has been 
successful in the Islanu of Formosa. 
This territory was secured from China 
at the Close of the war between that 
country and Japan. When the Japs 
assumed actual control, enly a few 
years ago, the island was overrun with 
bandits, says The World of Today. 

The [reebooters were as vicious as 
those who overrun the sea during the 
haleyon days.of the Barbary Coast. 
Japan has succeeded in raising the 
population to a fait grade of intelli- 
gence and has breught about law and 
order even in the mountain lairs of the 
rebbers. 

Much of the reform has been accom- 
plished ia educating the natives.

3,000,000 population were more or less ad- 
dicted to this pernicious practice. 

An attempt at the sudden suppres- 
sion of this protracted habit would have 
resulted in nothing but panic and con- 
sternation among the natives. Conse- 
quently, the Government resorted to a 
policy of moderation here as else- 
where, and decided to abolish the prac- 
tice by degrees. ' 

While, by vigilant surveillance, the 
autherities have kept the natives from 
newly commencing the practice, those 
whe have already suffered from its ef- 
fects to such an extent that the sudden 
deprivation of the pipe causes intense 
pain have been allowed to ‘procure a 
special warrant, permitting them 
continue the habit within eertain limits. 

In addition to this measure, the Gov- 
ernment established a monopoly in this 
harmful drug, which will greatly facili- 
tate the u'timate extermination of this 
abominable practice. Furthermore, 
teachers in the primary schools have 
been instructed to exercise their mora] 
influence to impress their pupils with 
the injurious effects of opium-smoking 
The result of these efforts has been 
remarkable. The number of opium 
smokers decreased from 169,064 in 1900 to 
162,044 in 1902. 


“MYSTERIOUS” SMITH 
TO RE-ENTER PRIZE RING 


“Mysterious Billy’’ Smith, once wel- 
terweight champion of the world, one 
of the greatest rough-and-ready fight- 
ers of his time, is about to return to the 
ring as a heavyweight. Smith now 
tips the scales at 18 pounds. A goed 
part of this he has acquired since he 
gave up active work as a boxer and 
turned his attention to his saloon and 
bearding-house business in Portland, 
Ore. 

Smith recently formed a partnership 
with Jimmy Kelly, the Boston trainer. 
Kelly writes that the ‘‘Mysterious’’ one 
is in excellent condition and taking 
good care of himself. He thinks he can 
give any of the heavyweights a good 
fight. 

It is not generally known how Smith 
obtained the prefix ‘‘Mysterious” to his 
name. His real name is Amos. 

When he arrived in Boston from Can- 
ada he secured work in a livery stable. 
The name Amos did not fit a fighter at 
that time any more than Percy does at 
present. Clubs did not care to give 
him a chance with such a cognomen 
He strayed West searching for fights. 
Soon thereafter reports of battles 
came East in which “Billy Smith of 
Boston’’ was invariably the winner. 
Capt. Cooke, then one of the great 
fistic authorities of the world, at first 
thought that somebody was ‘‘ringing’’ 
under the name because of the excel- 
lence of the men who were defeated by 
Smith. One day aftr reading of a win- 
ning fight by Smith he remarked to 
one of the crowd of fans that had gath- 
ered that ‘““Mysterious Smith fellow is a 
fighter whoever he may be.” 

Ever after that in references to Smith 
Capt. Cooke invariably used the prefix, 
which eventually became a valuable 
asset to Smith in advertising him. No- 
body ever gave a theught to the clear- 
skinned young livery stable worker who 
had asked for fights under the name of 
Amos Smith. One day “Billy’’ came to 
Boston and called upon Cooke. Mutual 
explanations followed, but the name 
‘“‘Mysterious Billy’’” clung te Smith and 
he probably will be known by it as 
long as he lives.

NEW YORK, May 21.—Mrs. Howard 
Gould’s suit against her husband for 
permanent separation has begun in the 
Supreme Court and the complaint ac- 
companying the papers is of a pecu- 

fiarly sensational character. Mrs. Gould 
charges her husband -with cruel and in- 
human treatment for a period of three 

years. She declares him guilty of 15 
acts of unfaithfulness with other wom- 
en, but does not name them. 

Finally Mrs. Gould charges that the 
“big Hawley’ suit, in which the for- 
mer confidence man sues Howard Gould 
for a breach of contract in failing to 
pay him for evidence collected against 
Mrs. Gould, is purely a ‘“‘fake” action, 
and that it was brought at the behest 
of Howard Gould and his minions in 
the Police Department for the purpose 
of blackening the plaintiff's character. 

Tells of Police Plot. 

The complaint against the millionaire 
is elaborate and gives specific instances 
eof the police plot against her. She 
names Capt. McLaughiin, until recently 
head of the New York Detective Bu- 
reau, as the chief of Mr. Gould's ‘“‘po- 
lice minions.” Lieut. Frank Peabody, 
“Olly Bill’ Clarke. and his partner, 
Frank O'Farrell, are mentioned as the 
Central Office men employed by Mr. 
Gould to obtain evidence besmirching 
her character. 

Clarence Shearn, 
Gould, said today: 

“The case will be tried in open court. 
Mrs. Gould desires that full publicity 
be given to it and she refuses to spare 
anyone engaged in the plot against 
her.”’ 

The declaration in Mrs. Gould's com- 
plaint that the “Big Hawley” suit was 
brought at Mr. Gould’s behest and for 
the purpose of creating a false impres- 
ston and be:-nirching the character of 
Mrs. Gould, amounts to a charge of 
conspiracy, a lawyer connected with the 
case said tocay.

as 1000, was kept at work for tour years.
